| THE CHINA ASSOCIATION. 


Annual-Report of the Hongkong 
Branch. ~ 

Tha following is tho annual report of 
the Hongkong Bmnch of :tho China 
Association presented at the meeting held 
in the City Hall this af ernoon ;— 

Durins the past year the attention of 
your Cemmittes has been engaged upon a" 
varioty of subjects boaring upon British 
iuterests in China, an}, whenever the ciz- 
cumstancea have seemed to warrant it, 
representations . have been made in the 
usual manner by te'egram or letter to the 


London Branch or by letter te tha Colonial 
Government. 5 


BRITISH Post OFFICE IN. TIENTSIN. 

- The. first matter thus dealt with was an 
appeal gon theTientsin Branch io support 
of, the. effyts;whinh:.they.,were making to 
-retatn the setvicas of the Briti-h Post Office 
in that..concession. Both. Shanghai and 
Hongkong joined Tientsin in impressing 
upon the London Branch the importatice of 
keeping tho Ofte open, and the result 
of the, Association's intervention in this 
paiticular cage was, as you aro aware, thein- 
atitutior £8 now arrangement postponing 
threatened closure for a pericd of one year. 
At the end of that time the problem thus 
temporarily disposed of will recur, when it 
is: hoped that there will be found some 
mora lasting method of solving it to the 
satisfaction of the Tientsin community. - 

" ¥aRN LOTTERY TICKETS 

The next occasion upon which it appear- 
ed thut representation might: usefully be 
made was provided by the introduction of 
lottery tickets as an incentiva to the 
purchase of certain kinds of Japancse yarn. 
Tn a letter addressed to the London Branch 
on the 26th March, we directed attention 
to’ ‘*tho attraction thus held out to 
ignorant and thoughtless buyers, and oven 
to, those whe, among the Chinose, are 
neither ihe one.uor the other. Even in 
the caso of the better class Chinese buyer 
national idiosyncracies must be. reckoned 
with as rondering him peculiarly liable to 
| be led away by a seductive appeal to 

chance, superimposed upon an otherwise 
Tho hope of 
securing a first prize of as much as 
80 bales of the commodity could hard- 
ly fail to prejudice him in favour of 
buying a bundle of Osaka yarn rather 
than a Bombay bundle which offers no 
such alluring possibilities.” 
“The Tombay yarn trade is of course 
- the interdst more immediately and directly 
‘ threatened, but. over and above considera- 
tions ‘arising out of the importance of . 
protecting that, there appears the large, 
possibility of an extension of this gambling 
| principle into ‘other branches. of com, 
merce, and British merchants, debarred 
by law from competing on © such 


j terms, have .every. reason to fear an} 


‘innovation which contains a ‘real dan- 
ger to roputable trade.” The -conten- 


ition was sct up that “ though possibly | 


no ground for formal objection exists, th® 
matter may not improperly be made tho 
jsubject of informal protest and friendly 
diplomatic remonstrance.”

; well wishers to Jnpan that the ephemeral 
ladvantage thus sought after by cortain 
‘manufacturers, has apparently been aban- 
oned in deference te considerntions of a 
thigher order urgod upon -them by wide-_ 
‘spread public opinion, 

THE TATSU BARU INCIDENT, 

Following bard upon, and completely 
overshadowing, tho interest crented locally 
by this disturhing development in com-

TROUBLE ON A TRAMCAR. 


The Question of Chinese Coins 
. in Hongkong. 


Bofore Mr J, H. Kemp, at tho Magis- 
tracy, thia moming, Uommander Basil 
Taylor, R.N., Harbour Master, summoned 
a motor inthe employ of the Tramway 
Company, for assault. , 

Commander Basil Taylor stated that 
about « quarter past four o'clock, he joined 
tho defendant's car and gave him a dollar 
Bill. Defendant gave 20 conts in chango 
in Chinese mouey with the exception 
of ten cents. Complainant refused 
this change and. asked for Hongkong 
money. Defendant declined to accede to 
the request and also declined to roturn 
the $1. When he arrived at his destina- 
tion at the corner of Ice House Street

“Phe got out and the conductor, who was 


arguing with him, got out also and com- 
plainant again asked for tho propor change 
which the man declined to giveto him. The 
conversation tock ‘placo in front of tho car 
and while there defendant started the car. 
Neither tho defendant or. conductor had 
any number oxhibited. : 

‘His Worship :— Was there anything anid 
about the change?—No. He declined to 
give mo back tho dollar or give me proper 
change. I had ono ten cent picco in my 
pocket which I ahould have given him if he 
had given me back tho dollar. I wanted 
change. 

Do you think he would have returned 
the dollar if you had given him tho ten 
conta?—I suppose he would. I wasin a 
tremendous hurry om that occasion. 

Did you go purposely in front of the 
car?—Yee. * ' 

Defendant was not obliged to giva you 
change ?—No, but he offered to give me 
change, : 

Defendant said that complainant had 
obstructed tho car and rofused to give 
his name. Even when defendant’ had 
saunded his gong complaiuant did not 
move and he thou got out of the car and 
handed his waybill to the complair~at, 
who again refused to sign. Defendant re- 
turned to the car and ouce more sounded 
the gong, yet complainant refused to move. 
A third time complainant was asked to 
sign and refused...Thon defendant asked 
complainant to take the 90 cents, Chinese 
Money, to the office of the company and 
got Hongkong money in exchange. Com- 
plainant had held on to tho car after 
defendant had set it in motion. - 

Complainant said that the first part of 
what defendant had raid referred to the 

conductor. : 

His Worship :—Did you ask him his 
name ?—I did. : 

Complainant still atated that he had 
never heard defendant's voice before. 

His Worship said that the complainant 
had no right to stop the car and the start- 
ing of the car, which otherwise would have 
been on assault, .s no assault and the 

summons must be smissed. 

A cross summe.s against Commander 
Basil Taylor for obstructing the car was 
then proceeded with. 

Tho evidence of the conductor was to tho 
effect that he returned to defendant: 80 
cents in Chinese money, and ten conts in 
Hongkong currency, Witness told -de. 
fondant to take the 80 cents to the company 
and get it changed. This ho. refused and 
laid the money on a ledge naar the window. 

His Worship :—You would not take back 
the.90 centa?. No. y 

Didn't he ask you for the dollar bill? 
—He did not ask me. 

Witness then said he rang the bell for the 
motorman to start the car and corroborated 
the evidence given in the previous case as to 
defendant obstructing theear by’ standing 
in front. 

Mr Gray Scott :—Hud the conductor his 
badge and number on his cap [—Yes. 

Had the motorman his numberon?—7 , 
we were on duty. 

Defendant :—Had you your hata on or 
nob? — We had. 

‘The motorman gave evidence.

Mr Gray Scott said that his presence 
there was us objectionable tb bim as it was 
to the defendant, but it. was purely the 
fault of the defendant.

“THE CANTON MEDICAL MIS" 
‘ SIONARY SOCIETY. 


The soventicth annual meeting of the 


‘| Canton Medical Missionary Society was 


held at Canton in the Masonic Hall, Sha- 
eon, on’ Saturday, the 30th January. 
Tho President, ‘The Rev. ‘R. H. Graves, 
'M.D., D.D., was in the chair and about 25 
subscribers were present. - 

The report of the managing committes 
for the year with the reports for the 
hospital aud the Medical College wore pre- 
sented by the secretary, Dr E. 0. Daven- 
port, the Hospital financial statement by 
Dr J. M. Swan, and the general balance 
sheet by the tressurer, Mr W. Butler 
‘Wright. : : 

Tho :various reports were adopted and 
the thanke of the Society accorded to Drs 
Davenport, Shelby, McCracken, Kirk, and 
Mr McGinn for sssistance in the medical 
work of the hospital; to Messra Purnell 
and Paget for generous assistance in con- 
nection with the buildings: to the auditor, 
and to Mrs Swan for her able services in 
connection with the boarding department. 

Tho retiring members of the managin 
committas. Messrs 0, 8: Paget and W. 
Butler Wright were re-sppointed while Dr 
J Kirk was elected to fill the place vacated 
by the Rov. R. %, Chambers. : 

The following is the annual report :—__ 

Your committee have much pleasure in 
reporting that the genoral work of the 


‘hospital has been carried on satisfactorily 


and uninterruptedly throughout the past 
peat. The mach needed first-class wards 
ave been added ag a third storey to the 
women's department on the front block of 
the hospttsl, under: the supervision of the 
architects, Messrs Purnell and Paget, to 
whom the society is much indebted for a 
liberal reduction from. the usual charges, 
There are now 108 beds in the women’s 
department and the hospital has a total of 
300 beds. These new wards have already 
largely attmeted tha better class of 
Chinese, who without such accommodation 
would not ba willing to reside in the 
ospital, 

Tt has been the aim of your committee 
for the past two years to make certain 
changes in tho ceneral management of the 
institution. Whilst not in apy way re- 
moving or preventing the free acceas 
admission of all the poorer classes of 
Chinese into the hospital, which is a 
charitable institution, it has been the object 
to attract in addition the better classes of 
Chinese patients, who ean afford to pay. for 
the rent of private wards aud for treatment 
on @ fixed basis, and thus make the 
hospital a more self-supporting institution, 
without reducing the number of free 
wards, Duzing the past year 21,231 out- 
patients attended the hospital and 2129 
were admitted into the wards. In spite 
of the fact that several free dispensaries 
and ‘hospitals have been started in Canton 
and in the vicinity this number of in- 
patienta is the largest ever yet recorded in 
the year since the hospital was founded 
seventy years ago, so that the hospital con- 
tinues to hold the confidence of the 
+ hinese. Thecommittec have from time to 
time inspected the wards, the buildings, 
and ths grounds generally and has found 
them clean and ia good ordor, 

The hospital receipis for the year 1908 
has been $32,186 10 as against $28,235.47 
in 1907 and $22,360.46. This incrcase is 
largely due to the harentege taken of the 
now private wards by tho Chinese, to li- 
beral donations snd subscriptions from the 
foreign and Chinese community and 2 con- 
siderable increase from the boarding 
department. The now wards erected ata 
cost ‘of 89,205.47 have returned .in ight 
months over 8 and one-third per cent. 
The entire furnishing of these wards, 
costing $079.34 was secored by special do- 
nations ; and special rubscriptions to. the 
amount of almost $3000 (82017.79F were 
scoured to lighten this @ expenditure, 

Tho efficient: services of Mrs Ings, who 
is at the head of the. nursing department, 
deserves special mention and has been of 
great advantage to the hospital,. The suc: 
cessful management. of the boarding de- 
partment is entircly due te tho personal 
management and supervision of Mrs Swan 
and her faithfal assistant, Mrs Kwok. 
Without any change in the ruling price 
of previous years, {16 cante daily per 
capita) an improved service with -abun- 
dance of gcod wholesome food, has 
been provided, and an extra soonday 
lunch served. A}l expenses cf this 
department, including . food supplies, 
kitchen furnituro, cte., have boen paid out 
of the receipts for boarding, and on Dee. 
Sist in this department a cash credit 
balance of $1345.31, $1000. being paid 
over to the treasurer of the Society, and 
8345.31 carriad forward on working sc 
count, Efficient management. and oversight 
have yiolded this resalt. ; 

The engagement of Mr A. G. Wilson as 
a business manager will fill along felt want 
and be a great reliof to the physician in 
charge. ; : 

The evangelistic work has been condact- 
ed.along the usual. lines and wa-hare been 
encouraged by a more receptive attitude
